“IMPROVEMENTS” IN GERMANY. 

How the Germans in the Ruhr have 
devoted their labor to making capital 
improvements instead of to producing 
marketable godds is clearly brought 
out in the report of the American 
Commercial. Attachés in Berlin and 
Paris followihg 4 yisit to the Ruhr. 
By. joint ection of the'German Gov- 
ernment, the unions, the industrial 
employers, the municipalities and the 
railroads, says this report, the work- 
ing population of the Ruhr has been 
extending galleries of coal mines with- 
out mining coal, repairing and rebuild- 
ing the roads, railroads, canals and 
termirials, and in various other ways 
devoting to betterments’ work that 
would otherwise have-gone into pro- 
duction. Inasmuch as a good portion 
of this work was paid for by ‘special 
subventions from the Government, it 
ig clear that the loss of immediate 
profits to the industries in the Ruhr 
has been compensated by the increased 
productive capacity given to tie plants 
and: equipment in that region. 

The same story has come from other 
parts of Germany, While financial 
affairs have been going from bad to 
worse and saving has become impos. 
sible except by investing in rgal es- 
tate and factories, the natural: thing 
to do has been to make over all that 
could be renovated, and to put inte

All this means that when 
the currency chaos is ended and the 
nation resumés production its capat- 
ity will be materially enhanced.

It is idle for him to think that he 
can keep peace with them.

THE END AT. LAUSANNE. 

The Lausanne peace conference was, 
or seemed, \dimost as long and harrow- 
ing as the war; yet on the general 
principle that peace is better than 
war one can he glad that it ended 
yesterday.

FOUNDING OF LOUVAIN. 


Graduate Offers Proofs That Motley 
Was Wrong In Fixing Date as 1423. 


To the Editor of The New York Times — 

In spite of Motiey's t in his 

“Dutch Republic,” as quoted by your 
correspondent in Tum Times of July 23, 
wherein he (Motley) gives 1423 as the 
year of the founding of Louvain Uni- 
versity, it is a historic fact that 1425 
saw the official establishment of the 
famous school, It-was in that year that 
the Duke of Brabant, John IV. and the 
Magistrates of- Louvain a@@ressed the 
Pope of Rome, Martinus V., with the 
request to bestow the investiture on the 
new university. ; 

Until. that time the new school was 
only a “studium.” ‘As such it did not 
possess the requisites or privileges which 
would make it a university in the true 
sense of the word; that is, an institu- 
tion whose teachers were authorised to. 
teach: everywhere (in universo mundo)’ 
and which would enjoy all the faculties 
“ quibus juvenes gaudent in studlis gen- 
eralibus.” Not: until Dec. 9, 1425, did 
‘Willem Neefs, who had journeyed from | 
Louvain to Rome as representative of] 
the Duke, receive from the Pope the of- 
ficial bulls authorising the founding in 
Louvain of a Studium Generale. The 
‘institution was dedicated on Sept. 7, 
1426, and on Oct, 2 of that year the 
classrooms were solemnly opened to the 
university’s first students. The ver- 
sity began with the Faculties. in 
Medicine, Canon Daw and Civil Law. 
Not until March..7,;.1432,. did’ it. obtain 
the Faculty of Theology.

While. not often diluted. geliberately’ 
With poisons, it recetves them in a num- 
ber of ways incidental to-the manner 
of its manufacture. Inthe. first place, 
moonshine is nearly always. made, un- 
@er conditions where cleanliness canhét 
be observed, .and frequently in sur- 
roundings that’are,unspeakably filthy. 
In-the second pl it is new and raw, 
and contains all poisens inherent to 
new whisky. In addition, it takes up 


nearly always crude, in which it is dis- 
tilled and from the containers in’ which 
it is' poured) for transporting to the re- 
tail bootlegger or the consumer. 

Moonshine liquor is rarely harmless. 
On the other hand, it is not often viru- 
lent poison. Generally, it js a filthy 
beverage, the continued use of which: is* 
Jikely to lead to impaired health ahd 
premature death. ¥ 

Im. theory, the process of manufac- 
turiig moonshine is” harmless enough. 
At isthe same process as that by which 
pure! Whisky is made, but<it. must. be 
carried on, for the sake of Gonceal+ 
ment, in places where the essentials of 
cleanliness «are not. obtainable. ‘Afr, 
sunlight and pure water cannot be had 
in. the dark basements, stables, holes in 
the ground, cellars and attics—nor even 
‘fn the remote thickets—where moonshine 
is ‘made. 


Using the “ Swill for Hogs.’* 


The average moonshiner,; interested 
only in immediate profits; is not careful 
“| to apply even such poor measures of 
cleanliness as are at hand. Frequently, 
his mash is made of. decayed fruits and 
‘végetables; sdmetimes of fermenting 
scraps. from thé garbage cans of thé 
cities. .One; moonshiner on trial actu- 
ally made the defense that the mash 
found at his. still was. not mash, but 
switt for hogs. It was a fairly good 
defense, Few could have told the dif- 
‘ference, i : 

Barrels, boilers, coils and. other 
équipment become unspeakebly filthy 
after repeated use without cleansing. 
The fermenting mixture attracts files, 
of | Digs’ and alr @f insects, Snakes, 
mice,’ rats and sae’ cats have been 
found in. the vats: * They are: not ‘de- 
Hberately put thére, of course; they 
fell in and were* drowned, and the 
moonshiner either did not know it at 
the time or did not take the trouble to 
remove them, 

Stilis ‘have jyeeen found under hogpen 
floors where refuse from the ' pens fell 
into the mash, Théy have been found 
in. stables, concealed under manure 
piles. In the. cities .it- is ‘not uncommon 


dinary wash boilers for stills, putting 
a wire framework over the liquor to be 
distilled and filling the space above the 
frame with gunny sacks or other cloths. 
The cloths become saturated with alco- 
hol, which the operator wrings out into 
a .pbucket or other container.
